DAUGHTER AT THE WHEEL 


The resignations of three profes­ 
sors at G ettysburg College were re­ 
ceived by the board of trustees on 
Tuesday when th at body met in its 
annual June session. 
Dr. J. H. Ashworth, who has been 
head of the department of Economics 
and Political 
Science for the 
past 
few years, leaves to accept a position 
a t Ohio Wetleyan University. 
Prof. S. R. Wing, head of the de­ 
partm ent of electrical and mechanical 
engineering, gives up his position at 
Gettysburg to enter the shipbuilding 
industry. 
He is now identified with 
the large plant of Harlan and Hol­ 
lingsworth at Wilmington. 
Prof. Chester Allen, head of the 
departm ent of civil engineering, has 
several positions under consideration. 
The successors to these three pro­ 
fessors will be announced later by the 
college authorities. 
In addition, the 
college 
loses 
several 
instructors 
among whom are H L. Burdick, as­ 
sistant in English, and Dr. Bohm, in­ 
structor in modern languages. 
Rev. 
Paul R. Pontius, of Gettysburg, will 
conduct the work formerly under Mr. 
Burdick, 
ami Allen T. Derbert, 
a 
graduate of this year's class, will be 
the assistant in the modern language 
work. 
All of the full 
professors 
were 
granted an increase in salary of $200 
a year. 
The maximum salary in the 
past has been $1600. There were also 
some salary increases to the profes­ 
sors and instructors of other grades. 
President Granville announced that 
the financial resources of the college 
had increased during the past year by 
#20,100, divided among the various 
funds. 
He also reported that the year had 
shown a deficit of $5800 in running 
expenses, which was much less than 
could reasonably have been expected 
in view of the disturbed condition of 
the country, the prices of things, and 
so on. 
It was decided to raise a fund 
of $10,000 to meet th*s deficit and 
any that may occur during the coming 
year. 
G raduates and fr.ends of the 
college will be asked to subscribe to 
help secure this amount. 
It was decided to make military 
instruction compulsory in the Aca­ 
demy. 
College will open for the next aca­ 
demic year on September 18th, with 
all the courses in operation. The only 
change in the curriculum will be the 
placing of French, German, and Span­ 
ish on the same basis. 
Heretofore 
one or more of these studies bas been 
required in certain cases. 
Now the 
student may take his choice. 
For in­ 
stance, in Group I, German has been 
required for 
entrance. 
French 
or 
Spanish may now be substituted. This 
new departure will be observed in the 
courses as well as in the entrance 
requirements.

Condition* were very favorable for 
the winter wheat during the month of 
May and reports received by the Bu­ 
reau of Statistics of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Agriculture indicate 
that the production will be about 86 
per cent compared with an average or 
about 16 bushels to the acre. 
For the 
past several months the reports have 
been discouraging, but the growing 
season has given new impetus to the 
wheat aiid the growers are beginning 
to feel that they will have a crop that 
will not leave Pennsylvania so far be­ 
low the standard which she always 
strives to maintain. 
The acreage of oats has been m a­ 
terially increased and it is in good 
condition 
and 
growing 
rapidly. 
Throughout the State the farm ers are 
complaining about having poor stands 
of corn through the poor germination 
of seed. 
Considerable damage has 
also been done in 
some plates 
by 
erosion caused by heavy showers. 
For several months in the early 
spring the Pennsylvania Department 
of Agriculture warned all farm ers to 
make thorough tests of their seed 
corn for germination, but many who 
have not followed the 
advice 
sent 
broadcast have been compelled to fill 
in and in some cases purchase new 
seed and go over the entire field. 
The clover and 
timothy 
are in 
splendid condition and there is every 
indication that the production will 
rival that of two years ago when the 
yield w'as 1.64 tons to the acre. 


London, June 12—'French forces op­ 
posing the German 
drive 
between 
Montdidier and Che Oise, gained two 
miles on i seven and a half mile front 
by their counter-attack yesterday, the 
reports received here to-day indicate. 
A similar counter-thrust in the cen­ 
ter hurled the enemy back a mile on 
a front of four miles. 
The enemy's progress was confined 
to the eastern wing where they cross­ 
ed the Oise near Ribecourt and com­ 
pelled the evacuation of 
the 
deep 
salient there toward Noyon. 
Raiding and minor military opera­ 
tions are revealed in to-day’s report 
of Field Marshal Haig. 
He said: 
“An enemy attack on one of our 
posts in Aveluy Wood last night was 
repulsed. 
We conducted a successful 
raid near Boyelles, capturing a few 
prisoners. 
There is hostile artillery 
action in progress west of Lens.”

The village of Belloy, Genii* Wood 
and the height# rising between Cour- 
celles and M onomer were recaptured 
by the French, and in addition to the 
infliction of Heavy casualties on the 
enemy, General Foeh’s men took more 
than a thousand prisoners and also 
captured guns. 
In the Immediate center of the line, 
between Montdidier and Ney on, where 
the Germans had been able to extend 
the apex of their drive to Antherid, 
the enemy also was

and Bethancourt, the last-named place 
lying on the west bank of the Oise 
River.

T here were gay tim es In the town. with 
an open-nlr concert every day. The offi­ 
cers often received 
women visitors 
from Germany. 
A fter a hard m arch we arrived at 
the front positions. 
In a veritable 
labyrinth of trenches. Allod with water, 
we bm! the utm ost difficulty finding 
our way about, 
f it.ally we arrived at 
the very front. The French were only 
ten m eters away and before we had j 
been there two days we took (tart lo a J 
hand grenade* encounter. 
Some distance flack we established a 
pioneer dei»ot. Twm fy-five of our men 
did nothing but assem ble hand gre­ 
nade*. We were soon settled aud ready 
for sn emergency. 
In camp we were divided among 
various troops. 
They allowed us how I 
the w arfare waged at this front re- 
qnired every im aginable kind of fight- 
I 
lng. 
T here was Kilning, Happing, hand 
grenade throwing, min® throw ing and J 
light patrol battles. This went on day 
a fte r day and night a fte r night, with j 
48 hours In the trench and a 12-hour 
rest. 
The shortage of men m ade a 
less strenuous schedule Impossible. 


. 
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1 .In the md" ning. Brom in!) at 8:30 regi­ 
m ent No. (57 was ordered to attack. 
Pioneers led* the way. They were sup­ 
plied with hand grenades. Thyae week­ 
ly attacks were omened half aa hour 
before the Infantry went over by a 
storm of artillery fire. 
The artillery 
action required very careful calcula­ 
tion because the distance which sepa­ 
rated our position from the enemy’s 
w as very slight. 
It varied from three 
to one hundred m e te rs; never any 
more. At the point where we attacked 
the distance was 20 m eters. 
Prom ptly a t eight o’clock the a rtil­ 
lery started., T he first three shells 
struck a ditch, but die following tone* 
bit fairly, th a t is, right In the French 
trenches. 
Once the artillery had the 
j proper range whol® salvos of batteries 
descended upon them with adm irable 
exactness. 
The cries of the wounded 
w ere heard one® more, a sign that 
many hnd been hit. 
An artillery officer acted as observer 
in the forem ost sense mid directed the 
fire by phone. Prom ptly Rt 8:80 o’clock 
the artillery fires stopped and we a t­ 
tacked. 
The eleventh company of the 
Sixty-seventh regim ent, of which I 
spoke before, cam e under the fire of 
the enem y’s m achine guns and 18 of Its 
men were billed after they had only 
proceeded a few steps outside th e 
trench. 
Dead and wounded men lay among 
the branches and the trees everywhere 
on the ground. 
Every man who was 
able to run sped forw ard to reach the 
enemy trench as quickly as possible. A 
(airt of the enemy defended Itself des­ 
perately In a trench filled with w ater 
nnd mud. A terrible hand-to-hand fight 
resulted. We stood in w ater up to our 
knees. 
Men. severely wounded, lay In th e 
mud, holding their m ouths and noses 
above the w ater. 
During the fighting 
they were tram pled more deeply into 
the dirt under our feet for we could 
not see where we were going; we could 
only ” roll up” the entire trench. 
The section won was fortified w ith 
all possible haste. Once more we hnd 
acquired at a heavy cost in human life 
a few m eters of the Argonne forest. 
This 
trench, 
which 
we 
took, 
had 
changed hands many tim es nnd even 
now we were preparing for the usual 
counter attacks. 
Presently the “Jackasses” went Into 
action. 
T he “Jackasses" ore the guns 
of the French m ountain artillery. They 
were so nam ed because they were 
draw n by mule*. They are guns of Ant 
trajectory, kept from 50 to IOO m eters 
behind the enemy lines. 
T he shells 
from these cannon flew directly m e r 
fair heads and cwt their way through 
the branches a t a high rate of speed. 
Because of th e high velocity of the 
shell nnd the short distance It travels I 
the detonation when the shot Is fired 
and the noise of the explosion, sound 
alm ost at the sam e Instant. 
These 
“Jackasses" are greatly feared by the ! 
Oermnn soldiers because they are kept ; 
working day and night. 
It was w inter nnd very co’d. 
The 1 
trenches had been lilied with w ater J 
nnd w ere now nothing except deep I 
ditches of mud. 
Under these condi­ 
tions, through the W -cidd nights, our 
routine consisted of 48 hours duty 
and 12 hour* rest. Every week a storm ­ 
ing attack was made. the success of 
which was entirely out of #pr«qs>rtlon 
to the enorm ous losses. 
In ull of Hie 
four m onths I was In the Argonne for­ 
ests we gullied 400 m eters. 
The fol­ 
lowing data will Indicate how heavy a 
price WUN paid in lives for this ilttls 
piece of France.
